P O L IC E C O U R T 


Infanticide— Sarah JCeyes, an unmarried female, 
wa.s .'irrested, on Monday night, by Constable Pierce, 
up«>n a charge of having drowned an illegitimate child, 
in Mansfield, Bristol county, Mass. 
On the 29tb of 
April last, a new born male infant, inclosed in an old 
shirt and a|»ron, formed into a bag, wa.s found in what 
is called the Saw Mill Pond, in Mansfield. 
The child 
had the appearance of having lain in the w ater about three 
day.«, or from »Salurduy to Tuesday, when it was found. 
Prev iou.s to that time, it was su.spected by some persons 
that Sarah Keyes was pregnant; and it was also report­ 
ed that on the lYiday and Saturday preceding the find­ 
ing of the dead body of the infant, she confined herself 
to her room. 
In consequence of these su.spicions she 
was exaininerl before a Magistrate, in Norton, and dis­ 
charged. 
She then came to Boston, and has resided 
ever since at the Washington Hotel. 
In the mean 
time a portion of the people of Mansfield were dissatis­ 
fied with the result of the examination held in Norton, 
and a town meeting was called to take the subject into’ 
consideration, and a committee was appointed to take 
measures to procure the arrest of Sarah again. 
This 
committee arrived in Boston on Monday evening, after 
the adjournment of the Police Court, and one of them 
having appeared itefore Wm. Knapp, Esq., Justice of 
of the Peace, and sworn “ to his probable belief,” &c. 
that said Sarah did cast and throw said male child into 
the pond, a warrant was granted for her arrest.
